In its fullt'si form, preserved in frag - 
im'iils in tin* jjrovinccs, the celebration 
consists « if two well delin« '« ! naits, the 
mournful ami tin* merry , hi Litth* iins- 
siu tlie rit« ' b« *g ins-vith the w'« *t'ping and 
a rliy tiimicai « 'hunt in lionorof the dead.

Within 20 feet of each 
other were two springs, one of a tem ­ 
perature of nearly 200 degrees F. and 
the other not over 60, the flow of each 
being very uniform and the temperature 
quite consta nt The theoretical efficiency 
m ight readily be determined from the 
w ell known la w of thermody na mics,a nd 
the use of one stream to vaporize and 
the other to condense some 
vola tile 
liquid, such as a mmonia or bisulphide 
of carbon, might enable a fair percen­ 
tage of the energy to be utilized which 
is now running 
to w a ste.— Ca ssier’s 
Magazine.

D em on etisa tion. 
Representa tive Hilborn of Ca lifornia 
is one of the best posted men m con­ 
gress on the subject of gold mining, 
ha ving for y ears been interested in the 
business in California 
He said to a reporter recently that 
some time before the newspaper stories 
of the great gold discoveries in Alaska 
he had bten receiving letters from old 
miners, who were friends, telling of the 
immense deposits of gold in the K lon­ 
dike country . 
“ I ha ve no doubt,” said J udge H il­ 
born, ‘‘that the Klondike discoveries 
will prove the greatest in the history of 
the world. From my knowledge of gold 
mining I should think that there w ill 
be pa cing qua ntities of the precious 
metal to be found in Alaska for y ears 
to come. ” 
J udge Hilborn dors not think the 
rigors of the clima te are such as have 
bet u portray ed 
He said that if he had 
been at Ins home he would have made a 
trip to the goldfields merely for the pur­ 
pose of learning the facts for himself 
He believes that the world is on the 
eve of a great revival in gold mining. 
The rn-h to the Klondike country and 
the ta lk of the rich finds there w ill lead 
prospectors in every part of the country 
to begin hunting for gold. 
Many of 
them w ill be successful. 
All over this 
country where gold has been mined in 
former y i ar* new lift* w ill he taken on. 
In southern us well as in western states 
goldfields were worked in y ears past 
and wt re abandoned because the quartz 
lid not y ield enough to make money . 
Under new procoses quartz which pay s 
a few d( liars a ton can be worked with 
profit. In J udge Hilborn’s state money 
is being made out of property quartz 
pay ing § 2.50 a ton. Improved electrical 
apparatus has cheapened the work of 
getting out the precious metal. 
Mines 
in California which were deserted y ea rs 
ago are now being reworked with suc­ 
cess. 
‘‘I predict,” said J udge 
Hilborn, 
“ that by 19 00 more gold w ill be mined 
in California than wa s taken out in the 
pa lmy day s when the state wa s made 
famous. ” 
Judge Hilborn believes that the pro­ 
duction of gold lor the nex t fiw y ears 
w ill be so great as to cause a demoneti­ 
zation of tin* m eta l.— Washington Mar

Senator Morgan wa s selected for the 
place because of his thorough knowledge 
of the Ha wa iia n question. 
Senator Morgan w ill be gone for sev­ 
eral months, but w ill return before the 
convening of congress in December, He 
w ill then make his report to the com ­ 
mittee without delay . 
Tho committee 
report w ill, it is ex pected, be ready to 
submit to the senate shortly after the 
Christmas holiday s. It is probable that 
Senator Morgan w ill 
grant 
hearings 
while in Ha wa ii, when the a nnex a tion­ 
ists and the a ntia nnex a tionists alike 
w ill be given equal opportunities to 
state their sides of the case 
Se i a tor 
Morga n’s mission w ill also cover the 
pending dispute 
between 
Japan and 
Ha wa ii, looking towa rd a settlement 
by arbitration. 
Senator Morga n’s report w ill be look­ 
ed forward to with great interest by 
public men, and his statement, which, 
it is safe to say , w ill be a strong appeal 
for annex ation, w ill do much to make 
the a nnex ing of the Ha wa iia n Islands 
by this country a certainty .
